German measles, incidentally, 
| must on no account be confused | 
with the real measles. The former, | 
| as mentioned earlier, is a trifling 
jmalady, It ought to be known by | 
{its medical name of Rubella, The 
latter, the real measles, is a ser- 
lious disease, often leading to com- 
plications, and in the very young 
not infrequently to death. Its other 
name is Morbilli, and we treat it 
With the greatest respect. There 
have been no cases of the real 
measles in our Health Unit area 
for several months. 

Whilst on the subject of Commu- 
nicable Diseases we feel we should 
like to remove a misconception, 
Not infrequently we receive tele- 
phone calls summonsing us to 
come immediately to the bedside 
ot a child with a rash, Apparently 
it is assumed that we take over 
the diagnosis and treatment of any 
} disease connected with a rash, This 
jis quite wrong. It is the family 
}doctor’s job to do this. Our function 
is preventive medicine. And part 
of such preventive medicine is the | 
isolation of cases of communicable 
diseases, and the control of its | 
spread, We do not, except in excep. | 
tional circumstances, undertake 
j treatment, and in normal times we | 
do not visit any patients except | 
at the request of the family doctor | 
jor, in times of epidemics, and at| 
}the request of school teachers and | 
fother publie bodies. |
